Proof  coins,  branch  mints  1892-1934  unc.,  currency  ond  commemoratives 

seem  to  be  rising  the  most  rapidly  at  present  with  most  bringing  close  to  listed 
values  and  a great  number  bringing  even  more.  Many  are  rising  from  month 
to  month  with  a number  ''just  not  obtainable."  The  coins  most  in  demand  will 
have  the  greatest  number  of  bidders  and  with  the  law  of  supply  and  demand 
working,  these  coins  keep  setting  new  records.

LEGAL  TENDER  NOTES 


In  figuring  out  the  prices  you  wish  to  bid,  it  is  wise  in  checking  prices  realized 
to  allow  a little  extra  for  the  amount  we  saved  the  bidders.  For  instance,  on  a bid 
of  $100  it  is  frequently  possible  (where  the  next  high  bid  will  allow)  for  us  to 
award  the  lot  at  $85  or  $90.  Thus  the  price  list  will  show  $85  or  $90  while  the 


actual  bid  was  $100.  Thus  in  figuring  your  bid,  we  suggest  you  bid  15%  to  20% 
over  the  prices  realized  if  you  really  want  the  item.  Another  factor  is  the  rapid 
rise  in  values  literally  "taking  place  month  to  month."  An  excellent  example  is 
the  1923  $10  Legal,  Friedberg  123.  The  catalog  prices  it  at  $125  new  which 
was  about  what  it  was  worth  when  the  book  WAS  COMPLETED;  now  it  is  worth 
closer  to  $200  (we  will  gladly  pay  $150  for  several  to  fill  the  want-lists  we  have 
on  hand).  We  rather  doubt  (from  the  want-lists  on  hand)  that  a bid  of  $150  to 
$175  would  be  successful  and  cannot  even  be  sure  if  $200  bid  would  be  the 
top  bid  received;  but  this  we  will  guarantee:  WHATEVER  PRICE  IT  IS  OBTAINED 
AT  WILL  BE  A BARGAIN  SIX  MONTHS  FROM  NOW.  Why?  Because  the  new 
owner  will  have  it  while  the  collector  trying  to  buy  it  at  a "reasonable  price"  will 
still  be  hunting  for  it  when  the  note  reaches  $500.  It.  is  better  to  have  a scarce 


note  or  coin  at  a price  which  at  the  moment  appears  to  be  high  (when  time  turns 
into  a "bargain")  than  to  wait  for  it  at  a "bargoin."  Remember,  a "bargain"  is 
something  which  the  owner  is  frying  to  sell  and  which  there  are  very  few  buyers 
how  much  chance  do  you  think  an  item  like  that  has  of  advancing  in  value?
